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Voters to cast 


ballots 


for 


presidential 


picks

Crawford County voters will 
have an opportunity to say 
which U.S. presidential candi- 
dates will be on the ballot later 
this year next Tuesday. 

The presidential primary will 
be held on Tuesday, Jan. 15. 
Voters can cast ballots at the 
Grayling City Hall or at their 
township offices. The polls will 
be open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

At the polls, voters will be 
required to state in writing 
which ballot they wish to 
receive — Republican’ or 
Democratic. 

There is no party membership 
requirement to participate in the 
primary and voting a particular 
ballot does not register the voter 
as a member of that party. 

Some presidential candidates 
voluntarily withdrew their 
names from the Democratic bal- 
lot. No Republican candidates 
opted out and all are listed on 
that party’s ballot. On either 
ballot, a voter may vote “uncom- 
mitted,” rather than for any list- 
ed candidate, if the candidate’s 
name that they wish to support 
does not appear on the ballot. 

Voters will have to provide 
picture identification in order to 
cast their ballots, due to a 
Department of State election law 


that the Michigan Supreme 
Court ruled was enforceable. Ifa 
voter does not have picture iden- 
tification or does not bring their 
identification to the polls, they 
must sign an affidavit in order to 
cast a ballot. 

The Jan. 15, 2008, election is 
only the 1ith state-sponsored 
presidential primary in 
Michigan history, meaning that 
state lawmakers opted to fund 
the election rather than having 
the political parties fund their 
own primary elections. 

“They changed the date of the 
primary because they wanted to 
be more relevant in the process,” 
said Kelly Chesney, spokes- 
woman for the Michigan 
Secretary of State. 

The presidential candidates’ 
names will not appear on the 
regularly scheduled primary 
election ballot in August, when 
voters will decide their congres- 
sional, state, county and town- 
ship representatives. 

The final presidential nomina- 
tions will be on the November 
general election ballot, along 
with the candidates for the other 
offices. 

“They call the election of the 
houses from the White House to 
the courthouses,” Crawford 
County Clerk/Register of Deeds 
Sandra Moore said. 


Officials provide 
SleepSacks to newborns 


Health officials and educators 
are collaborating to help mothers 
of newborns keep their little ones 
healthy and prosperous. 

Mercy Hospital Grayling, the 


Crawford AuSable School 
District, District Health 
Department #10 and the 


Crawford, Oscoda, Ogemaw and 
Roscommon Intermediate 
School District (COOR) have 
joined together to “deliver” the 
SleepSack project to the commu- 
nity. 

The SleepSack project was 
“born” at an Early On council 
meeting, where the idea was pre- 
sented by Lisa Burmeister, social 
worker for the District Health 
Department #10, 

Her plan is to utilize the 
SleepSacks to teach parents 
about Sudden Infant Death 
Syndrome (SIDS) and swad- 
dling, just one of the techniques 
explained in Dr. Harvey Karp's 
book, “Happiest Baby on the 
Block,” which offers parents 
specific strategies on calming 
and comforting their babies. 

A SleepSack is a sleeveless, 
legless and enclosed blanket that 
is zipped up around a child to 
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keep them warm while they 
sleep in their cribs. Use of the 
SleepSacks allows parents to 
avoid using traditional blankets 
and other bedding that can cause 
a child to suffocate or overheat, 
Burmeister said. 

Every family that delivers a 
baby at Mercy Hospital Grayling 
receives a SleepSack and educa- 
tional information. 

The SleepSacks, provided by 
the school district, are printed 
with the logo “Back is Best” and 
visual instructions on how to 
swaddle the baby. 

“We are committed to nurtur- 
ing our newest citizens and keep- 
ing them safe, and we are excit- 
ed to be able to provide this addi- 
tional resource to families,” said 
Michele Cochrane, the Early On 
coordinator from C.0.0.R. 

According to Burmeister, 
studies have shown that SIDS 
deaths have decreased as much 
as 50 percent since the initiation 
of the “Back to Sleep” cam- 
paign. Mothers working with 


Burmeister receive the blankets 
and education in their eighth

emergency arises. They are also 
able to write up students for run- 
ning or other misbehavior while 
they are walking to school. 

“It’s a big responsibility, 
because it’s not a lot of fun 
standing out in the cold in the 
morning,” Metzer said.

“She goes above and bevyciid 
to help the safety patro] stu- 
dents,” said Angie Camp, the 
Grayling Elementary School 
principal.

Officials coordinate marketing plans

Grayling City officials, and 
representatives from various 
community organizations, are 
working on a plan to promote 
the community. 

The City of Grayling’s 
Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA) hosted a 
forum last month to discuss the 
joint marking of events and 
coordinated promotional events. 

Representatives from the 


Grayling Regional Chamber of 


Commerce, Grayling Visitors 
Bureau, Crawford County 
Economic Development 
Partnership, Grayling Uptown 
District Association, Grayling 
Promotional Association and 
Grayling Recreation Authority 
attended the meeting. 

Officials discussed creating a 
central calender of events, 
coordinating events between 
promoters and businesses and 
coordinating joint promotions, 

“I know that there has been 
some friction in the past, but it’s 
time to walk away from that and 
work toward the common good 
of the community,” Grayling 
City Manager David Thayer 
said. “If everyone does their 
part, the cumulative effects will 
have an impact.” 


Thayer said that with the slow 
economy, businesses and organ- 
izations face the challenge of 
being successful in 2008. That 
will be compounded in 2009 by 
the Michigan Department of 
Transportation’s plans for a $4 
million project to reconstruct 
the I-75 Business Loop. 

Thayer said that organizations 
must work together to create 
memorable experiences for 
local residents and tourists so 
they will return during the con- 
struction on the main thorough- 
fare through town. 

“If nothing is going on, and 
they don’t have that memory, 
they’re not going to bother with 
it,” Thayer said. 

The Grayling Regional 
Chamber of Commerce has 
stepped forward to develop a 
central calender of events for 
the community, working with 
various civic Organizations and 
groups. 

“We get those calls on a daily 
basis and it’s a natural fit for 
us,” said Kim Millikin, the 
interim director for the 
Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Ilene Geiss-Wilson, the exec- 
utive director for the Grayling 
Visitors Bureau, said she hopes 
that coordinating efforts will 


help bolster the number of vol- 
unteers to work on community 
events. 

“This is a small town, we 
have a small group of volun- 
teers and you see the same peo- 
ple working at. community 
events,” she said, “I would hope 
by joining forces, it would be 
easier for the volunteers.” 

The group plans to work with 
the Crawford County Avalanche 
and media within a 60 mile 
radius of the community, They 
also plan to get various business 
owners involved in their efforts. 
The group will meet bi-monthly 
and will form work groups to 
carry out their plans. 

“We want to get locals excit- 
ed and involved in the happen- 
ings, and in turn, try to get some 
visitors to come to the commu- 
nity and try to get Grayling on 
the up again,” said Justin Andre, 
the director of operations at 
Hanson Hills, which is run by 
the Grayling Recreation 
Authority. 

Thayer said the DDA has 
between $4,000 and $5,000 to 
spend on marketing in the com- 
munity and the business district. 

“Right now, we have too 
many empty storefronts, and it 
won’t take much to turn that 
around,” Thayer said.

Helicopter, in critical condition 


with head injuries.

Speed, 
inexperience and loosing track of 
where he was on the road were 
causes of the accident, 
Investigators believe that wear- 
ing a helmet saved his life.

WASHINGTON NOTES 
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By Carl Levin, U.S. Senator eNpeneen) 
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Many of us _ associate 
Michigan produce with 4 stroll 
through a local farmer’s market. 
Fresh sweet corn is a delicacy in 
the fall, and cherries are a sum- 
mer treat. But Michigan’s farm- 
ers reach far beyond the local 
market and even beyond 
Michigan super markets. In fact, 
Michigan ts a national leader in 
agriculture. One third of our 
land is farmed, and agriculture is 
our second largest industry. 

The importance of agriculture 
to our economy means that the 
farm bil] that the U.S. Senate 
passed in December is critical 
for our entire state. While the 
final legislation remains to be 
completed in 2008, this Senate- 
passed bill is an important step 
forward. 

It would provide disaster 
assistance for specialty crops 
like cherries and blueberries, it 
would provide support for 
asparagus farmers who are los- 
ing out because of trade agree- 
ments and it would boost conser- 
vation and nutrition programs. 
Additionally, the bill includes 
some sensible reforms to crop 
protection programs to make 
them more efficient and effec- 
tive, and it includes incentives to 
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encourage the development of 
biofuels. 

The specialty crop provisions 
are particularly important for 
Michigan. Few states can match 
our agricultural _ diversity, 
Michigan is in the top three in 
the nation in asparagus produc- 
harvesting millions of 
pounds of asparagus that thrive 
in the rich soil and moderate 
temperatures along the coast of 
Lake Michigan. We lead the 
nation in blueberry production, 
harvesting nearly half of the 
country’s blueberries. And it ts 
no coincidence that Traverse 
City is home to the National 
Cherry Festival — we produce 
two thirds of the nation’s tart 
cherries. 

While growers of other crops 
have traditionally received more 
support, specialty crop farmers 
have largely been left to fend for 
themselves. This farm bill 
would expand assistance for spe- 
cialty crop growers. It would 
provide specialty crops block 
grants, fund specialty crop 
research and help farmers export 
their goods to foreign markets. 

These specialty crops have 
often been at risk of devastating 
losses due to drought, flood and 
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illation or some other, result and 
has little to do with the qualifica- 
tions of the candidate or require- 
ments of the office sought.

Union influence: Tax structure 
usually is blamed for Michigan’s 
job loss problems, as holding 
back business expansion and 
startups. Another line of reason- 
ing claims an even stronger 
deterrent is Michigan’s long 
record of strong unions, especial- 
ly in manufacturing. Why move 
to Michigan with our pervasive 
unions instead of a state with few 
or weak unions? If Michigan 
unions continue to lose member- 
ship and clout, state right-to- 
work legislation sooner or later is 
bound to reach serious debate in 
Lansing. 
 Parochialism: It gets down to 
the age-old question of how any 
elected official should make 
decisions. Should he/she merely 
reflect views of constituents, or 
should they exercise independent 
judgment? I have always opted 
for the latter, Elected officials 
should do what they believe is 
right, regardless of public opin- 
ion back home. They make better 
decisions and better laws that 
way, and they display the courage 
and vision about which historians 
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other extreme weather condi- 
tions: For example, unusually 
cold temperatures resulted in the 
production of tart cherries drop-’ 
ping from nearly 300 million 
“pounds in 2001 to just 15 million 
pounds in 2002. This bill would 
provide disaster assistance in the 
event of these catastrophic loss- 
es to both specialty crop growers 
and traditional farmers through 
the Permanent Agricultural 
Disaster Trust Fund. 

The farm bill also includes 
provisions to improve conserva- 
tion efforts on American farms. 
These programs, which are 
aimed at both working farm- 
lands and land taken out of pro- 
duction, help protect and 
improve soil quality, prevent 
erosion and enhance water qual- 
ity. This legislation’ would 
expand the amount of land that 


will benefit from conservation. 


assistance and it would protect 
environmentally sensitive land. 
AS we work to take on the 
challenges of global warming, 
and the insecurity of depending 
on foreign oil, this farm bill 
would help us leverage our agri- 
cultural resources into renew- 
able energy.

daughter was once ranked second 
in the world for twirling, after 
dominating most of the competi- 
tion in Hawaii. 

Platte got her start as a twirling 
instructor when she was in high 
school. The superintendent of her 
school district noticed her talent 
and suggested that she try teaching 
her skills to younger kids. That 
was the start of what would even- 
tually become a lifelong vocation 
for Platte. 

“Everybody has something that 
is their thing ... and mine is teach- 
ing kids,” said Platte, 

Platte went on to get special 
training from Michigan State 
University and teach twirling all. 
over the state. . 

She says that her specialty is 
teaching team twirling, with rou- 
tines ordinarily lasting from 1.5 to 
2.5 minutes. She particularly 
enjoys teaching dance twirling as 
well.

Platte continues to instruct to 
this day. In addition to traditional 
forms of twirling, she also teaches 
tap, ballet and jazz styles.

“I’m the only teacher in north- 
ern Michigan that is a licensed 
twirling teacher,” said Platte. 

She currently runs twirling cen- 
ters in Grayling and Gaylord. Her 
Grayling branch, called “The 
Krystal Stars,” currently operates 
out of her home, but she plans to 
move to a more permanent loca- 
tion shortly after this goes to préss. 

“There’s a lot of things yet I 
want to do,” said Platte. 

Platte plans to eventually run a 
total of 10 centers located through- 
out the state.
